was braved by the Ternatans witha ſtronger Fleet. 
than hisowne : yea, they threatnedto come with an 
hundred 'Curricurries againſt Amboyna. : 
. .::This dealing of the Authar is-like the former 
abour the Treare of peace with the Tedorians, and 
truce with the Spaniards. For where the Governour 
of Amboynale: forth the laſt Fleer of Curricurries 
before the apprehenſion of the Engliſh, hee ſtood on 
ood tearmes with the Ternatans at Loho; neither 
of the Faories heeremenrioned beeing then burnt 
or iniured. The Governour hen went onely accor- 
ding to his ycerely cuſtome, ro viſt the skirts and - 
out-parts of Amboyna, and had no affront offered 
him. Afrer that upon occaſion of a flave of the Eng- 
liſhchat ranne away, and,being afterwards laid hold 
on, was reſcued by a reputed holy man of or-neerc 
that part; the Engliſh craved affiſtance of rhe Dutch 
Governour: who did his beſt, but was therein 2bu- 
ſed by taoſe of Lohc; and not only ſowe of his men

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outraged , butthe Engliſh FaQor Maſter Beomone 
was way-laid by the people ofthe ſaid holy; man: 
and,in ſtead of him,one of the-ſervancs of the Dutch 
was {lain between -Cambello and Loho. The next 
day alſo, was Beomont himſclfe affailed,and ſhotinthe 
band by the ſame holy mans people, who allo alittle 
before did their beſt ro kill Wilham Grigs, another of 
the Engliſh FaRors , that finding the ſaid flave-ar 
Loho, laid hold on him there. Vpon this occaſion, 
both theEngliſh and Dutchlefr their Fatorie at Lo- 
bo, which was ſhoitly after burnt by thoſe Tarna- 
tans. That other, touchiug the burning of the FaRo- 
rieatManichells, is more groflely applyed than the 
former;for that FaQorie was burnt after the 7 ine: 
were apprehended:beſides that this Author diſſem- 
bleth that there was a vehement and common, ſuſpi- 
cion at Amboyna, that this FaCtorie at Manichells 
was burnt, not by the Ternatans, but by the Dutch 
Factor himſclte,who, being there alone, was ſaid to 
-have firſt conveied away the goods ofthe Dutch & 
the Engliſh there for his owne uſe, and thento have 
burat the Factorie ; laying the fat upon the Terna- 
tans: | 
After this indeed, the Governour of Amboyna ' 
made out a Fleer of Qurricurries, to procure repara- 
tian of thoſe exceſſes; and therein not going fo 
ſtrong as he might, was braved by thoſeTernarans of 
Amboyna.Bur this was after the apprehenfion and 
execution of the Engliſhzand ſo is as honeſtly /appli- 
cd to move ſuſpicion in this place,as the joint quarrel 
ofthe Engliſh and Dutch withthoſe of Loho,begin- 
ning upon occafion of the Engliſh: & as the burning 
ot tac Factorieat Manichells , done afterthe Eng- 
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liſh were apprehended and impriſoned. As forthe 
threats of the Ternatans here mentioned, that they 
would come with roo. Curricurries againſt Amboy- 
na, it is ( for ought any of the Engliſh ever heard ) a 
meere fition;ar moſt,it was a vaine bragge, andſuch 
as could not affright the Governour, that knowerh 
wellthatthe Ternarans have no gun-powder, nor 0- 
ther proviſions, for ſuch an exploit; and yerare far 
behinde the Governour of Amboyna,for number of 
Curricurrics, beſides the Dutch ſhipps and Caſtles. 
The next cauſe of ſuſpicion, this Author makes to 
bean idle report in the Eaſt parts beyond Banda( un- 
certaine what,or by whomy)that the Hollanders were 
already quit of their Caſtleat Amboyna.

Not a word of all this, nor of agreat 
deale more of this kind, which is here in England 
proved by the oath of fix credible perſons, to have 
paſſed in the examinations, W hereby appeareth,how | 
faithfully the Dutch at Amboyna have entred the 
As of this'/proceſle. Well, atlaſt he concludes the 
narration of the conteſſions, with the ſumming up of 
the number and nations of the parties , that had thus 
confeſſed; which, heeſaich, were ten Tapons, foure- 
teene Engliſh, and the Netherlangiſh Marnicho , or 
Capraine of the Slaves. By which laſt words, hee 
would give the Reader occaſion to thinke, that the 
fact was ſocleere,and their owne proceeding ſo even 
- andiiuſt; that they-hadexecured .owne 'of their owne 
Neatherlanders for it. Which how true it is,is alrca- 
dy declared inthe conclufion of the Engliſh Relati- 
on. Thetruth is,this Captain of the Slaves was of the 
Portugall race, and born in Bengala. His very name, 
Auguitine Perez, ſheweth, he was no Neatherlander, 
IN Having thus finiſhed this relation, this Authour 
pro- 
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proceedeth toa diſputation: and taking notice of 
ſome arſperſions in England caſt upon theſe procee- 
dings ar Amboyna, bedivideth them into two heads; 
the one, that the proceſle was withont its dtic forma- 
litie; rhe other, that there was exceſle and extremitie 
uſed againſt the Confpirators.

T hence: he concludes, that the Ia- 
pons being ſworne ſervants to the/Dutch, and in 
their pay , were {ubicR. ro'the-juriſdition- of rhe 
Dutch Governor, Thenhe telleth us, that the Aut 
thors and complices of murther and reaſon, are by 
the lawes of all nations to be puniſhed with death; 
all which points may bee granted him without any

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on,! that is, that ſome of the Engliſh confeſſed with- 
out or before torture; yea,this Price here mentioned, 


was either not tortured at all, or very lightly. Yea 


bur he was ſhewed the tortured bodyes of the poore 
Iapons, martyred with fire and water, and told, that 
unlefle he would confefſe that which they told him 
they had firſt confeſſed, he ſhould be tortured as ill, 
or worle than they. This feare of torture is by their 
owne law,cqualled to thetorture itſelfe, and con- 
ſequently, the confeſſion thereupon made no better 
inaicium or evidence to bring another man to the 
corture, than che confeſſion made upon the racke it 
ſelfe. Againe, it muſt bee here remembred, that the 
very matter of Price his confeflton here mentioned, 
to wit, that all the Engliſh Merchants of the out Fa- 
Rories, were privie to the pretended treaſon ; was re- 
futedby the proceſſe of the Dutch themſelves, that 
found Pewle, Ramſcy,and two others of thoſe Fato- 


ries guilclefle.. | 
-|,Next,,- this Author taketh notice of an obietion 


made -in England againſt the juriſdition of the 
Dutch Governour, and his Councell at Amboyna, 
over the Engliſh there, becauſe this power is, by the 
T reatie of rhe yeare, 1619. diſpoſed of, and agreed 
toconliſt in the Councell of defence of both-nari- 
ons at Iaccatra. For information in which point this 
Author ſaith, he hath peruſed over all the ſeverall 
articles of the ſaid Treatie, and findeth in the 23. 
article, that the Fortreſſes were to remaine in the 
hands of them that then poſſeſſed them, and in the 
thirteeuth, fourcreenth, and fifteenth, that the Coun- 
cell of defence hath no other power, but onely- over 
the Flect of defence, _ the commerce, and final- 
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ly, to taxc the charges of maintenance of the Forts : 
Bur he could not ſee the thirticth artricle;which or- 
ders, tharall diſputes that cannot be decided by the 
Councell of defetice, ſhould bee remitted into Eu- 
rope ; firſt, rothe two companics there, and in de- 
faulr of their agreement, ro the King and States, 
Why then was not this diſpute ſo proceeded-in * 
T here is nothing in the former articles, to limit the 
Councell of defence; and this generall article ap- 
peareth to be added by way of ampliation, to pro- 
vide for that which was not particularly and expreſ- 
ly cared for inthe former. Which is moſt plaine by 
the words of the explanation upon this thirtith arti- - 
cle, agreed upon at the firſt, and ſubſcribed by the 
Commiſhoners on both fides, An. 1619. where'this 
courſe of proceeding is expreſly directed,notonly in 
diſputes,about the meaning of the Articles, but alſs 
about any other matter hapning in their common' a+ 
boad. Since whichalſothe kings Majeſty hath,upona 
ſmaler occaſionthenthe life of his ſubic&s,' cleerl 
declaredhimſelfin the point of Soveraignty;thatbot 
nations in the Indies ſhould wholly lay aſide all pre- - 
rence thereof over each other. Which declaration 
was {ent to the Lords States Generall, and by them 
accepted before this bloody butchery was exccuted. 
But if it were granted,that the Hollanders are abſo- 
lute Lords of their partners the Engliſh in thoſe 
parts, without reſpe& to the Treatie, yet at leaſt the 
Holaders is Amboynaare bound to obſeryethe lawes 
of the united Provinces, for ſo ſaith this author him- 
{elfe. | Do theſe allow to begin the proceſle at the 
rorture,and to bring perſons of honeſt fame to the 
racke; vpon others confeſſion made inthe torture ?

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Doe their lawes allow of the leading interroga- 
rories above mentioned, todire@ the priſoner what 
to ſay, to avuide the torture £ Where, inthe vnited 
Provinces, is that drowning with water,inuſc? or the 
torture with fire, uſed to Johnſon, Tomſon,and Clarke? 
oreſpecially che ſplitting ofthe roes, and launcing 
of the breaſt, and putting in gun-powder, and then 
firing the ſame, whereby the body is nor left intire, 
neither for innocency , nor execution ? Clarke and 
T om{on were both faine to be carried to their execu- 
tion, though they were tortured many dayes before. 

Laſtly, their confeſſions were contradictory, ap- 
parantly falſe, and of things impoſſible ro bee done, 
much leſſc praRiſed before by the ſaid parties ; and 
thercfore ought not by their lawto have beene belce- 
ved, nor the priſoners to have beene condemned 
chereupon , without other ſufficient indicia or evi- 
dence beſides. | 

_ Tathe laſtplace,this Authour handleth theexceſſe 
of torture whereof ( hee taketh notice ) there is 
much complaiat in England , and ſaith , Thar the 
Lords States generall take grear care to enforme 
themſelves of all the paſſages of this buſineſle ; and 
ro that cnd have defired to ſee all theletters, -peeces, 
and papers that concerne this proceſle : by which ir 
appearcth not, that there was any cruell torture uſed, 
But ſuppoſethe as make no mention of them ; is it 
any marvell that the Aurhours of this murtherous 
andtyrannous proceſſe, being themſelves the per- 
ſons that alſo tormed the a&ts, would omit thoſe 
things that made againſt them * Ir is to be preſumed 


- alſo, tharthe as kept by their people at Poloway 
in Banda, have omited many things of their pro- 


- 
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ceſſe,againſt the poore, Polaroones, whomin Ay- 
guſt, £622. being about ſix moneths befote this ex. 
ecution of the Engliſh,their Governour there uſed in 
like fort, as the Governour of Amboyna did the 
Engliſh, and gave him a modell and precedent of 
this proceſſe. Which it will not bee amiſſero relate” - 
briefly , becauſe this Authour, in the next place, al- 
leadgeth the merciful diſpoſition of the Netherlands 
pationin general,to inferre thence, that it is unlikely, 
thattheir Governour at Amboyna was ſo cruell,as is 
reported in England. | 
_ Polaroon, one of the Tlands of Banda, was in poſ- 
ſeſſon of the Engliſh ar the time of the treaty. Anno 
1619. and by the agreement was to remaine theirs, 
Akerthe treaty,cameuntothe Indies,the Hollanders 
forbare publiſhing thereof in the Iſlands of Banda, 
untill they had taken Polaroon. But, knowing thar it 
muſt be reſtored againe,according to the treaty ,they 
firſt take all courſes to make the Hand little or no- 
thing worth:they demolliſh & deface'the Buildings, 
tranſplant the Nutmeg-tree, plucking them up by 
the roots, and carrying them intotheirowne Iflands 
of Ncra and of Poloway, there to bee planted for 
themſelves zand at laſt find ameansto diſpeople the 
Lland, andto leave it fo, as the Engliſh might make 
no uſe of it, worth cheir charge of keepingzand thar 
upon thisoccaſion: There was a young man, the ſon 
ot an Orankey,or a Gentleman in Polaroon;that had _ 
commited felony ; For which,by the Lawes of his - 
Country,he was to die. This fellow, to ſavehis lite, 
ficd to another Iland of Banda, called Rofinging,and 
ent 


there rurned. Chriſtian: but quickly underftandipg, 
that that would nor make himfate from punifhinent, 


% 
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hee went back ſecretly to his owne Countrey of Po- 
laroon; and, having-lurked there afew daies , rooke 
his paſſage for Nera, another Tland where the Dutch 
havea Fort, and told che Durch-Governour,that rhe 
Orankeys of Polar6on had conſpired to maſſacrethe 
Dutch;as well at Polaroon,as at Poloway,with help 
of rhe people of Seran, that ſhould ſend over. thirtic 
Curricurties for that purpoſe. Immediately upon 
_ this indicium of this maletator;, certaine Prows or 
Fiſher-boats of the Polaroons, thar were fiſhing at 
Poloway, were ſeized, and the people made priio- 
ners;Command was ſent by the Dutch Governor to 
Polaroon, that the Orankeys ſhould come overto 
him, that there might be further inquifition made of 
this matter. The Prieſt of the Polaroons and ſeventie 
Orankeyes inſtantly took a Prow or ſmall veſlell of 
their owne, and imbarked themſelves for Poloway, 
Asthey were at ſea , and yet (out of the fight of the 
Dutch Caſtle, they were met by a Fiſher-boar of 
Bandanezes, and'told , how all the reſt were appre- 
hended;and thar,if they went to Poloway,they were 
all bur dead men. Neverthelefſe, the Pricſt and the 
reſt,although they had ſpace and means to have eſca. 
ped to Seran and'other places fafe enough from rhe 
Hollanders,yer were ſoconfidentoftheir innocency, 
that they would needs to Poloway to Purge them- 
ſelves. Where, afſoone as they were artwed, they 
were inſtantly carried priſoners to the Caſtle: and 
withall the Governor, with a force of two hundred 
men, went preſently for Polaroon; whence hee fer- 
chedall the reft of the Orankeys, and brought them 
priſoners ro the ſame Caſtle, As ſoone asthey were 


_comne,they were pn - brought to rhe torture of 


Water, 
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water and fire, cven inthe {arte fptt as our:;people 
were afterwards at: Amboyna4 onely hercindiffe. 
ring, that of thoſe at Poloway,two Were ſo tirtared; 
that they dicd in tlicir torture» the; reſt, . beeing;one 
hundred ſixty two perſons, were all, upontheitown 
forced confeilions, condemned and executed, The 
Prieſt, when he came tothe place of execution, ſpake 
theſe words in the!Mallaian Tongue :1AH yee, great 
and ſmall, rich-and poore,black and; white, look tor: 
we bave commited no. fault. And when, hee would 
have ſpoken more, he was taken by the hands & fect, 
laid along, &-cutintwo by the.middle,with aſword: 
Forthwitb,the Governour caufedthe wiyeschildieti, 
ann flaves of thoſe of Polaroon, to be all cariied-out 
of the Lland, and diſtributed. in other Ilands ſubje& 
to the Dutch;and lo-haye made acicere Countrey for 
the Engliſh, where.they may both- plant and. gather 
themſelves,deſticute. ot the help of any of the Coun- 
try-pcopie; without whom, neither the Engliſh;nor 
Hollanders can maintaine-their trade in-the Indies. 
And yetrhis is not herc recited, to the end thereby 
to charge the Neatherlands Nation with thoſe cruell 
Noorwendich proceedings, but the perſons themſelves that have 
Diſcourſs, committed thoſe barbaroustyrannies.: Who, if wee 
printed Ann, ſhal belecve an Authour of their owne,are not of the 
1622.94 beſt of that Nation. For the Maiores (as this Author 


_ , layes) ule the Indies as a Tucht.houſe or Bridewell, to

Now to returne _, 1 Authors proofes, that 
there was'no exceſſeuied in the-procecdings, atthe 
laſt;hetaketh one argument by: way of compariſon, 
from the Law: of England to;prefie men; to death :

courſe of tofture , uſed by rhe Dutch in Amboyna, 
and.is holden, as well by tome Authors of our owne 
Natiotr as others;:for damnable. How pertignently is 
this mitter of Preſſing alleaged,for iuſtitying of their 
tortures, fince no mann England is preiſcd for. not 
contcfhnig.,; which isthe ods 'of torture in DNutch- 
land?-Buc.the cabſe why any is preſled;is for that he 
obſtinately refullerh thetryallof his countrey ; and 
challengeth the: Indges as incompetent,-.which the 
Laiy appointerth him : which he doth (for the moſt 
part) toffavehis goods, which, but by that ordinary 
courſe of tryall,cannot-be confiſcate. , What is this 
to the point of confeſsion,-for refuſall whereof, the 
Dutch: uſe the Torture?
